The flames bad gained such 
headway tbat it was impoesible to save 
tbe building. It was gutted, and Mr. K» 
hoe's and Mr. Kuggles' law Ubraiiee wen 
completely destroyed. The ofBcea of the 
Bund Medicine Company and of Mr. Bus- 
sell Warder, iusuranoe sgent, immedi- 
ately under Mr. Kehoe's ofBoeo, were 
also burned out. For a time it waa 
feared tbe bank of Mitchell, Finch A Oo., 
MoOarthey'a Jewelry store and the oAcae 
over them on the north and Power's tin 
store on east would be destroyed, bat 
the flamea were gotten under contaol b»

The building belonged to Mr. A. B. 
Glascock and hia is the principal losSb 
Il is thought tbe building will have to he 
rebuilt from tbe foundation up. Tbe 
damage on it is plsced at about $2,500, 
and it was ImaNtd for about t8.000 in 
Mr. W. B. Warder's agent^. 

It was reported at first that all of Mr. 
Kehoe's law library was in the ofiice, 
but it was learned later tbat bis Kea* 
tucky Reports valued at $350 or $400 
were in bilattery A CoUina' office. Tbe 
rest oi hia law Bbrary, exespt a lav 
books at his home, was lost, to g e t her 
with Mr. Uuggles' law books. 

Part of Judge Newell's library was also 
in the office and waa loat. Hr. Newell 
carried some insurance, bat it waa not 
known this morning whether Mr. Kehoe 
and Mr. Buggies bad any on their books 
or not. Mr. Warder's ofllce flztnree were 
iosnred. 

The supposition is tbat tbe fire starts^ 
from ooal fhlling out of tbe grate In Mr. 

Rnggles' c flice. Mr. Ruuitlea was not at 
home, however, Monday, and if the fire 
started on the second floor it prohaUF 
originated from some other source. 

Tbe adjoining buildings were only 
slightly damaged. Tbe cornice', doora 
and windows of tbe State National Bank 
building on opposite tide of tbe street 
were scorched. 

The members of the fire companies 
are very grateful to Dr. R«ed, President 
of Mitchell, Finch Co.V Hank, and to 
Manai^r Dougherty, of the Central Ho- 
tel, for their thooghtfolnese in furnlsli- 
ing some steaming hot c(>fT'e for the 
boys. In tbe bitter cold they hsd a 
rough time of it, and the coffee afforded 
some relief to their sufleiiogs.
